Considering that The Cleveland Museum of Art’s exhibition Ejiypfs Dazzling Sun: Amenhotep 
III and His World concentrates on a 40-year period over 3,000 years ago, an extraordinary 
amount of information about the people of the time survives. The four lectures in the Museum’s 
August Wednesday evening series feature well-known scholars of Egyptology and offer a rare 
opportunity to get to know something about Amenhotep III and his contemporaries as human 
beings. All of these lectures are free and open to the public. 

Wed/ August 5, 8 pm What Every Mummy Needs: Tomb Furniture and Burial Equipment. 
Lawrence M. Berman, Curatorial Assistant, Department of Ancient Art, The Cleveland Museum 
of Art, who helped organize the exhibition, discusses a subject to which ancient Egypt devoted 
great creativity: equipment for the afterlife. 

Wed/August 12, 8 pm Royal Tombs and Royal Painters in the Rei^n Amenhotep III. Cath- 
leen A. Keller, Associate Professor of Egyptology, Department of Near Eastern Studies, Univer- 
sity of California, Berkeley, introduces the little-known artists who created so many superb works 
in the name of the famous pharaoh. 

Wed/August 19, 8 pm Behind Closed Doors: The Private Lives of Amenhotep III and His Con- 
temporaries. Betsy M. Bryan, Alexander Badawy Associate Professor of Egyptian Art and Archae- 
ology. The Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, and co-organizer of the exhibition, examines 
some of the intimately scaled objects from the daily lives of the royal family and courtiers. 

26, 8 pm Tushratta, the Pen Pal of the Dazzling: Sun: The Asiatic Correspondence 
of Amenhotep III. P. Kyle McCarter, Jr., W.F. Albright Professor of Biblical and Ancient Near 
Eastern Studies, The Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, explores the unique record of the 
pharaoh’s personal communication with another great leader to the east.
